‘T nat the Baron de Neuhoff has fent Word to fevera 
of his Friends in that City, of his happy Arrival and 
joyful Reception in Corfica, and chat he was making 
the neceflary Diipolitions to drive the Genocfe en- 
tirely out of the Ifland. That M. D’Argenfon was 
preparing co fet out on his Embafly from the French 
Court to Portugal ; and that the Count de Sr. Seve- 
rin is gone with his Lady on his Embaffy to Sweden. 

The Letters by this Mail from Florence fay, That 
the Prince de Craon is appointed Governor of Si- 
enna. 

Thofe from Paris add, that on the 13th, O.S. the 
Church-Wardens of Fontainebleau, prefented the 
King, Queen, and the Dauphin, with Baskets of the 
finett Fruits of the Autumn ; and that this being the 
firft Journey that the Dauphin ever made thither, a 
great Company of the Burghers of Fonrainbleau, 
with Cockades and Ribbands in their Harts and 
L.oops, and each a Laurel Branch in his Hand, met 
the Prince two Leagues out of the Town, preceded 
by Violins, Hautbois, and Drums, and attended him 
with that Symphony to the Caftle, where there 
was a Bonfire at Night, and a Storm of Crackers, 
befides I\luminations at the Houfes. The great Con- 
courfe of Lords and Ladies every Day at Fontain- 
bleau, makes the Court there very fplendid. 

They have Letters from Madrid with Advice, 
that the King of Spain has fixed an Indulto of 16 
per Cent. upon the Effects of the Flotilla laft arriv’d 
from the Indies; which, ‘tis computed, will a 
in his Catholick Majefly 20 or 22,000,000 of Frene 
Livres, including what it brought for his own Pri- 
vate Account. | 

An Extraordinary Courier from the French Refi- 
dent at Geneva, has brought Advice to his Court, 
that the Burghers as well as the Magiftrates have ac- 
cepted the Mediation which the King was pleafed to 
offer, in Conjunction with the Deputies of Zurich 
and Bern, for accommodaring their Difputes. 

Thre laft Advices reccived by the French Court 
from Conttantinople fay, That the Grand Sceignior, 
notwithftaneing the loud Murmurs of the Janilaries, 
has at Iength determined to yield up his Pretenfions 
to Afoph, for the Sake of Peace ; but that he was 
refolved to give up no other Point to the Czarina. 

The Letters from Vienna complain very much of 
the Want both of Health and Money among the 
Imperial Troops ;-and-that thofe under the Com- 
mand of the Prince of Saxe-Hilburghaufen are fo 
fickly, that he has not 1200 Men fit to ferve; yet 


they ftill make Incurfions into the Turkith Domi- 


nions, and bring off great Booty. 

Letters of the 2d Inft. O. 5. from Belgrade fav, 
They write from Turkey, that the Porte had fent 
Orders to their Plenipotentiaries at Nimirow, that

They add, that fince the March of the Imperial 
Grand Army towards Bofnia, the T urke hover fo 
much about Niffa, hat no Body dares to ftir out. 

From Petersburg they write, thar the News of the 
Taking of Caffa by Storm, on the Sth of Auguft, is 
confirmed by an Exprefs-from General Lafcy, who 
is come for the Czarina’s Orders, whether to preferve 
that Place, or to demolifh it.
